Washington, July 9.—A lively clear- 
ing of the ways for the eventual pass- 
age of the unamended Canadian reci- 
procity bill by the voting down of the 
Cummings and Simmons amendments 
to that measure and continued discuss- 
ion and action on other provisions in 
connection with the bill will keep the 
senate busy all this week, while the 
house, which wil] meet Wednesday and 
quickly adjourn until Saturday, will 
be active through its committees. 

The amendments proposed vy Senator 
Cummings, of Iowa, insurgent repub- 
lican, which would adg steel, iron, coal, 
lumber, wool, cotton and various Cana- 
dian products to the free list from 
Canada and the amendments proposed 
by Senator Simmons, of North Caro- 
lina, democrat, are somewhat similar 
in nature. 

These are expected to be bowled 
over during the “legislative day” of 
tomorrow, which term, under the 
agreement for a vote then might ex- 
tend the day into the night or over 
one recess after another for several 
calendar days, if necessary. After the 
voting os these amendments the sen- 
ate will proceed with the considera- 
tion of the reciprocity bil) and amend- 
ments by Senator La Follette and 
others will be acted upon. 

Bugaboo of a Filibuster. 

in ie eretings tomorrow will be- 

& set speech by Senator Sim- 
mons in support of his own and Senator 
Cummins’ amendments, followed by roll 
Calls on the amendments. The buza- 
boo of a filibuster practically has been 
raised, and friends of reciprocity wil! 
Watch for attempts to Intersperse the 
voting with speechmaking, which they 
will interpret as the institution of a 
filibuster. 

Dilatory tactics will be met with 
such acts of coercion as the majority 
might decide would expedite busine s. 
Mr. Cummins has indicated that he wil! 
ask for separate votes on all his 
amendments, and has said that he 
would demand at least a dozen roll 
calls. Mr. Bimmons will not be so 
insistent.. 

Senator La Follette said today that 
he would probably present his amend- 
ment on Monday or Tuesday, and he 
probably will speak for the greater 
part of several days in explanation and 
advocacy of them. His speech is re- 
garded as the most formidable obstacle 
in the way of a vote on the bill, and 
senators generally say that with it out 
of the way, predictions regarding a 
final vote will be more reliable. In 
addition to Mr. La Follette and Mr. 
Simmons, Senators Bailey, Stone, Jones, 
Clapp and others are still to be heard. 

Adjournment Not Fer Off. 

The prevailing opinion still is that 
with the reciprocity bill out of the 
way final adjournment will soon fol- 
low. The democrats generally will de- 
mand votes on one or two of their 
tariff bills, but will not debate them 
at length. The insurgent republicans 
are divided on this item of policy, but 
most of them are inclined to demand 
further time for legislation, and they 
my take such a course as will delay 
getting away. The genera: sentiment, 
howevédr, is that the extra session of 
congress will end early in August. 

The democratic members of the ways 
and means committee of the house will 
resume the work of framing revision 
of the cotton schedule on Tuesday. The 
leaders contemplate a reduction in cot- 
ton duties of from 30 to 50 per cent, 
all duties to be ad valorem, as in the 
wool bill. Chairman Underwood ahd 
his colleagues believe that the bill 
drawn on a revenue basis can be so 
framed as to cause no reduction in the 
revenues. The cotton revenue now is 
about $38,000,000. By lowering’ the 
duties, they have statistics to indicate 
that the amount of goods to come into 
this country will equal if not exceed 
the old revenue. 

Laces are to be included in the re- 
vised schedule. 

The Lorimer Case. 

Nearly all of the testimony so far 
before the senate special committee 
which is investigating the elettion of 
Senatcr Lorimer, of Hlinols, had to 
do with the raising of a Lorimer elec- 
tion fund. When that committee re- 
gsumes its hearing Thursday it is ex- 
pected that witnesses will testify re- 
@arding the alleged expenditure of 
euch money. 

The inquiry into the affairs of the 
United States Steel Corporation wil! 
De resumed this week upon the return 
of Chairman Stanley from Pittsburg, 
where he has been seeking new evi- 
dence. 

Judge Milton D. Purdy, of Minneap- 
olis. former assistant attorney gen. 
eral of the United States, will testify 
Tuesday before the house committee 
which its investigating the affairs of 
the so-called sugar trust. Mr. Pur. 
dy was summoned to tell what he

Charlies H. Markham, president of the 
Illinois Central and the Central of 
Georgia railways, who is here with 
Vice President W. H. Pleasants, of 
the Ocean Steamship and other lines 
of the two-concerns, for a meeting of 
the directors, declared tonight that the 
campaign Georgia is making to bring 
settlers here is one of the best move- 
ments that could be undertaken. 

President Markham’s attention was 
called to the campaign that has been 
launched by The Constitution and 
gives it his heartiest indorsement as 
the head of the two great railway 
systems and of the Ocean Steamship 
Company. He feels that the movement 
is fraught with good for the state and 
the south.

Automobile Running Time {fs 
Quicker Than Train Sched- 
ule---Will Soon Be a Perfect 
Pike All the Way From Ma- 
con to Albany.

The Constitution’s Thomas Flyer, 
which went to the Montezuma good 
foads meeting, where plans were made 
far a state tour this fall, made a rec- 
ord trip on the return to Atlanta. 

The return trip was made from Al- 
bany, approximately 210 miles from 
Atlanta, in a running time of eight 
hours and twenty minutes. This was 
accomplished by the Thomas. Six-70 
without any attempt being made to 
push it. -Driven carefully ‘and easily 
by Manager H. B. Odell, of The Auto 
Company, its actual running, time was 
better than that of the passenger train 
schedule by 15 minutes or more. 

With the exceptionallly good roads 
in south Georgia, it would be possible 
to cut considerable off this time, if 
the Thomas Flyer had been forced, and 
the weather conditions: perfect. 

There are only about twenty niiles 
of bad or heavy roads between Albany 
and Macon The rest of the approxi- 
mately 110 miles consists of ‘hard- 
packed and smooth-surfaced sand clay 
road that is even better than the 
average automobile track. About ten 
of the twenty miles of poor road are in 
Macon county between Oglethorpe and 
Americus, and the balance is in Lee 
county between Smithville and Lees- 
burg. OtMerwise there is a perfect 
pike all the way from Macon to Al- 
bany. 

Will Improve the Roads. 
Both Macon and Lee counties have 


many miles of good road, and they have} 
already made plans to put these two] _ 


stretches in perfect conéftion. They 
be completed inside of three or 
four months, and when this is done it 
will be an easy matter to make the 
Albany-Macon trip in a good car at a 
continued average of 30 miles an hour. 

Under the circumstances the Thomas 
Fliyer’s running time of 4 hours 
20 minutes for the 110 miles was ex- 
eceptionally good, as was the run of 
four hours from Macon to Atlanta.: © 


There is considerable room for im-{ 


provement in the road between Ma- 
con and Atlanta—the road along the 
Central of Georgia railway which is 
most traveled. While a pretty fair 
road, it Is far from ‘being in the class 
with the south Georgia roads, those on 
the Andersonville-Thomasville high- 
way to the south of Macon. Particu- 
larly is improvement needed in Clay- 
ton, Henry and Monroe counties, while 
some attention to the roads is needed. 
in Spalding and Pike in order to keep 
them in good condition. 
Made Splendid Record. 

The Constitution’s Thomas Flyer did 
its usual splendid work on this trip. 
The speedometer showed over 500 miles 
traveled from the time of-¢eeving At- 
lanta on Thursday, and yet not a tool 
was taken out of the tool box for the 
purpose of.making any repair to the 
car or even tightening a nut. 

Much interest was manifested 
throughout southwest Georgia in the 
coming fall tour arranged for at the 
Montezuma meeting and there is no 
question that points on the Anderson- 
ville-Thomasville highway will furnish 
their full share of entries for it.

NEGRO’S OBEDIENCE TO LAW 
MAY SECURE HIM PARDON 


A Georgia negro convict has gained 
the record for honesty, and by his ac- 
tion in surrendering himself again to 
the law, when by a mistake of the au- 
thorities, he might have been relieved 
of four years’ of service in the peni- 
tentiary, has so impressed Judge Price 
Edwards, of the Tallapoosa circuit, that 
the well-known member of the judi- 
clary of the state Is making an effort 


to secure his pardon. 

Judge Edwards has already written a 
letter to Governor Hoke Smith, recit- 
ing the circumstances of the case, and 
asking that the governor pardon the 
negro, whose name is Will Neal. 

Give Five Years In Pen. 

At the July term, 1909, of the Haral- 
son superior court, Neal was convict- 
ed of assault with intent to murder, af- 
ter having pleaded guilty to the charge 
of pointing a gun at another. As the 
assault was made tn the yard at the 
justice court, where Neal was a party 
to some pending litigation, and as the 
facts shawed that the negro was _  in- 
toxicated, Judge Edwards, feeling that 
Neal had been grossly wanting in 
|proper respect to the court, sentenced 
him to four yearsein the penitentiary 
in the felony case, and gave him, in 
addition, a year’s senrence in the chain- 
gang for the misdemeanor offense with 
which he was charged, although the 
jury who tried the felony case had 
recommended that Neal be punished as 
for a misdemeanor. 

The prison board assigned Neal t»° 
Heard county and the negro began 
his two terms of service in that county, 
the misdemeanor sentence being served 
first. 

On July 4, 1910, Jus? one year tater, 
Judge Edwards was at Tallapoosa, Ga. 
A colored man went to him and told 
him that Will Neal had sent him to 
the judge to ask what Neal should do 
with himself, that he had been re- 
leased by the warden of the convict 


tence, but that he knew that it was 
a mistake, and he wanted the judge to 
tell him what he should do. 

Judge. Edwards told the negro's 
frisd to go back and tell Neal.to return 
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himself’ 


for service in the penitentiary. The 
judge had no idea that Neal would 
do so, and later informed the sheriff 
of Heard coynty of Neal’s release and 
instructed him to arrest the negro. On 
the morning of July 5 Judge Edwards 
left Buchanan for Douglasville, and 
while changing cars at Bremen was 
accosted by a colored man who said 
that his namé was Will Neal. He tola 
the judge that he had received the 
message, and was now on his way to 
surrender himself to the sheriff after 
having spent but one night with his 
family. 
Commended the Negro. 

Judge Edwards commended the ne- 
gro for his determination to comply 
with the law, and promised him that 
after ohe year, if the authorities in 
charge of him would certify to his 
good behavior, that he himself would 
ask the governor to grant Neal a 
pardon. The negro thanked him, and 
left on the next train. 

Judge Edwards was very much im- 
pressed with the negro’s unusual con- 
duct, but in the press of other busi- 
ress the matter passed out of his 
mind until a few days ago, when, 
shortly after the one year specified 
by him, he received a letter from 
Neal begging that Judge Edwards help 
him to obtdin freedom. He enclosea 
also a letter from Warden R. M. Lip- 
ford, who stated that Neal’s conduct 
had been exemplary. .- 

Judge Edwards straigntwayr wrote 
to Governor Smith, calling attention 
to the unusual case, stating that he 
believed now that he should have fol- 
lowed the jury's recommendation in 
the first instance. In view of the cir- 
cumstances, Judge Edwards expressed 
the hope that the governor will see 
fit to grant a pardon to Neal, stating 
that the solicitor general who served 
at the time of the negro's conviction, 
joins in the request. 

The case is most unusual, and doubt- 
leas never befdére in the state has 
there been an instance when a negro 
hes roluntarily given himself up to

Washington, July 9.—The 40,000 odd 
rural free delivery carriers in the 
United States are to receive salary in- 
creases as a result of an order issued 
today by Postmaster General Hitch- 
cock. The order. provides for the dis- 
bursement during the. current fiscal 
year of $4,000,000, which will mean an 
increase of $100 over the present sal- 
ary of $900-for all carriers on standard 
routes, with proportionate increases on 
the shorter routes. 

Congress provided last session for the 
expenditure of this extra $4,000,000, but 
left it to the discretion of the  post- 
master general as to how much of it 
should be expended. Mr. Hitchcock de- 
cided today. to authorize the expendi- 
ture of the full amount. 

His desiré to compensate the carriers 


‘system he has recommended for rural 
routes is approved by congress, was 
the important consideration, Mr. 
Hitchcock declared today, which led him 
to make the authorization. 

The rural delivery system was started 
fifteen years ago with 85 carriers who 
were paid only $200 a year. On July 1 
there were 41,562 carriers, their aggre- 
gate salaries being $36,793,000.

Washington, July 9.—Driven insane 
by the intense heat of the past week, 
50 persons, 20 of them women, are 
being held’ in the Washington Asylum 
hospital for observation. Dr. D. Percy 
Hickling, chief consulting physician at 
the hospitai, expresses the belief that 
most of the patients will recover. 

The official temperature today was 
$4 degrees, although in the down- 
town streets thermometers registered 
101. Owing-to a refreshing breeze, 
however, there were no prostrations 
and. little suffering. 

Nine Deaths in Philadelphia, 

Philadelphia, July 9.—With a maxi- 
mum temperature of 90 degrees and a 
dc ath. list of nine, the heat spell, which 
showed signs of breaking yesterday, 
continued here today with visible 
signs of renewed severity. Today's 
maximum was 5 degrees greater than 
yesterday, while at 8 oclock tonight 
the mercury stood at &6 degrees, 10 
higher than at the same hour last 
night. 

Five Deaths in New York. 

New York, July 9.—Another area of 
high temperature uverspread the east- 
ern section of :tie country today. Al- 
though a maximum of only 88 was 
reached in this city the thermometer 
ran well up in the nineties up the 
state and in New England, Albany 
and Boston reported temperatures of 
$94 and Portland, Me., , 

Five deaths and more than 20 pros- 
trations in Greater New York today 
are attributed to the heat. 

Five Deaths at Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg, July %.—The maximum 
official temperature today was 92 
degrees, but street thermometers were 
from 2 to 6 degrees higher. Five deaths 
were reported during the day from 
heat, while two suicides were caused, 
it is said, from insanity, due to heat. 
Many points in Ohio, West Virginia 
and western Pennsylvania tonight re- 
port a scarcity. of ice. 

Three Deaths at Baltimore, 

Baltimore, July 9.—Another hot wave 
descended on this city today, causing 
three deaths and several prostrations. 
A maximum official temperature of 96 
degrees was registered at.5 p. m.

Only a few membBers of the legis- 
lature were in evidence about the 
hotel lobbies Sunday. Some returned 
last night, but got here too late to 
enter any new views in the general 
political clearing house. Most of them 
who went away for the week-end will 
not be back until this morning. 

First Vote Tuesday Noon. 

The first vote will be taken Tues- 
day at noon. This is fixed by law, and 
requires no preliminary action on thé 
part of either house. The senate and 
lower chamber will vote first sepa- 
rately. If a candidate receives a ma- 
jority of beth, he will be declared the 
If one gets a majority of the 
total vote but comes #écond or third’ 
in either of the separate branches, he 
cannot be the winner—not then. 

If there is no election Tuesday—and 
it is virtually certain that there will 
be none—the two houses must meet 
in joint session on the day following 
and proceed to vote as one body, @ 
majority of a quorum prevailing. 

It is quite certain that several ad- 
vocates of the two leading candidates 
—Smith and Terrell-—will, for personal 
reasons, vote for one of the other as- 
pirants or for someone not yet men- 
tioned on the first and maybe other 
ballots. It is unnecessary that a per- 
gon be an announced candidate to re- 
ceive votes, though it is likely that 
the usval method of presenting can-é 
didates will be ‘followed at least after 
the first or second ballots. 

The customary rule is to permit no 
nominating -speeches, and no debates, 
though members may be permitted to 
“explain’’ their votes. In the house 
the rules allow three minutes and tite 
senate ten minutes to member desir- 
ing to offer explanations of their votes | 
on anything, though if the privilege 
is extended to the senatorial matter 
the joint session will have to pre- 
scribe a special rule, 

Must Keep on Meeting. 

In case of no election at the first 
joint session, the two houses must 
meet again next day at noon and 
thereafter on each day until there is 
an election, though they will not be 
required to have more than one ballot 
at each sitting.

He is now field secretary of the 
Georgia Prison Association and his ob- 
ject isto bring about legislation for the 
parole and probation for criminals in 
the state and providing a state reform- 
atory for girls and, boys of criminal 
tendencies. 

Rev. Len G. Broughton, D. D., pastor 
of the Tabernacle, presented Mr. Bern- 
hard. ' 

Mr. Bernhard said a man was not 
naturally bad and some born and gently 
reared went off the track for various 
reasons. Ninety per cent of those now 
in prison, he added, were there by rea- 
son of social conditions. The prison 
population of Georgia today was 
seventy-five per cent greater than 
twenty years ago. 

Humiliation of Arrests. 

The injustice and humiliation of ar- 
rests were discussed by a speaker who 
Stated that the publicity of taking a 
man in charge by the police was de- 
grading because of the brutality which 
sometimes accompanied the act. The

VINSON IS ARRESTED

Vinson left a wife seriously ill and 
said to be dying from heart disease 
to give himself up. He was later re- 
leased on $2,500 bond. The alleged de- 
falcations were discovered when the 
company went into the hands of a re- 
ceiver in June, and expert accountants 
were put on the books. The defaulca- 
tions are said to have extended over a 
period of eight years. 3 

Vinson, tt was said tonight, had been 
confronted with the alleged shortage 
last Friday and had confessed, but was 
not arrested then on account of the 
condition of his wife. It was feared 
the disclosures would hasten her death. 
She has not been told of her husband's 
plight. 

Vinson, who is 48 years old, was re- 
garded as one of the leading business 
men of the city.

“Oh, no, we never have heard from 
him,” replied the mother. “Virginia 
has gotten invitations of the formal 
sort to his house but that is all.”

Mob Attacked Relatives 
of Diaz. 


Oaxaca, Mexico, July 9.—Eight men 
were killed and more than fifteen 
wounded during a political. riot in 
Ocotlan last night. Partisans of Benito 


governor, inaugurated the riot by 
leading an attack upon mercantile és- 
tablishments of Diaz brothers, rela- 
tives of General Felix Diaz, the op- 
position candidate for governor. 

Armed resistance on the present oc- 
cupants of the store increased the fury 
of the mob, which ran amuck through 
the principal streets of the little town, 
breaking windows of private resi- 
dences and of other business houses. 

In a short time the partisans of Diaz 
rallied and their leaders led them in 
a counter mob. Few of the other fac- 
tions were armed with anything bet- 
ter than revolvers, clubs, stones and 
knives being weapons most frequently 
wielded. Merchants, owners of stores 
attacked, posted themselves in many 
cases on top of their buildings 
shot into the attacking mob. Most of 
the deaths are ascribed to them. 

The local authorities were power- 
less to restore order and the fight- 
ing continued most of the night. 

Two companies of soldiers were 
sent from here to Ocotlan this morn- 
ing to garrigon the town. During the 
fighting the house of Seckbatch, an 
English firm, raised the British flag,

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GOV. GILCHRIST’S COMMUNICATION. 


Elsewhere The Constitution publishes statements from Gov- 
ernor Albert W. Gilchrist, of Florida, and Hon. T. E. Patterson, of

Governor Gilchrist elaborates his reasons for recently vetoing 
the Angle bill, which would have abolished the convict lease sys- 
tem in Florida, an act The Constitution’ referred to editorially at 
the time as regrettable from the standpoints of economics and 
humanitarianism.

Mr. Patterson’s communication is sufficient rejoinder on this 
particular point. Whether in permanent or traveling quarters, 
Georgia convicts are cared for in berths built upon Pullman car 
specifications, from the standpoints of space and ventilation, and 
from ‘scientific specifications, from the sanitary standpoint. The 
decreased death rate among the Georgia convicts is conclusive evi- 
dence of the healthfulness of the arrangement. Should the law be 
violated in this, or any other respect, the prison commission is liable 
and the remedy easy. Had Governor Gilchrist inquired more 
exhaustively, he would have found such violations negligible in 
number and gravity. 

Florida’s chief executive has, in many phases, made the state 
an excellent executive, progressive, popular, resourceful, and we 
regret to take issue with him. Georgia, having experienced the 
incalculable benefits flowing from the abandonment of an archaic 
system, would like to see Florida share them. 

In view of the fact that his excellency himself admits that Flor- 
ida’s lease system must be abolished at a time no longer deferred 
than four years—the argument appears to close itself automatically! 
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THE TREND TOWARD NON-PARTISAN ISSUES. 


The New York Evening Post accurately classifies President 
Taft’s plea for currency reform as justified on the ground that it 
is essentially a “non-partisan issue.’ Looking a trifle further into 
the subject, is it not true that we are moving apparently toward an 
age of issues that are non-partisan—at least, where the issues merit 
a national discussion? : 

Take, for example, the one great and perennial issue—the 
tariff. Time was when it was universally conceded a partisan issue 
—one party for its revision, and the other for its immutability. To- 
day both parties, or at least large elements in them, concede the 
tariff as of absolute non-partisan description, the only divergence 
being the manner in which it is to be handled. 

Illustrations could be multiplied. Trust regulation, railway 
regulation, the parcels post—one might go on ad infinitum. But 
those cited are sufficient to evidence the tendency. 

There are two very direct and healthy explanations of this phe- 
nomenon: Publicity and the fact that the people are demanding 
less of political juggling and more of legislation framed and fought 
out for the good of the whole nation. 

The tendency is also on the up grade. It is a-sign that the 
people, in the mass, are just beginning to realize their duties, their 
responsibilities and their powers—and the profit of exercising all 
three, sensibly and with proper deliberation. 

Incidentally the development spells the end of the demagogue. 
His sun is not yet set, but he is increasingly compelled to “show 
cause” in a manner that gives him a most wholesome conception 
of the popular demand for sincerity in public life.

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GOSSIP OF LEGISLATORS 


By Smith Clayten. 

The Hon. Hooper Alexander, one of 
the ablest representatives, told me 
some interesting things about his 

@ county, DeKalb. ; 

By the way, I saw an old man not 
long ago who passed through the town 
of Decatur in 1838, when Atlanta was 
not even a point in the woods, as John 
C. Calnoun described it when he pre- 
dicted in the Memphis convention that 
the spot on which Atlanta stands 
weuld one day be the greatest railroad 
center in the south. Fact is, John C. 
Calhoun had more prophetic ken than 
any other statesman this country ever 
produced. ; 

When the old gentleman mentioned 
ebove passed through Decatur nearly 
seventy-five years ago, he says the 
little village had three stores, a tin- 
shop and a courthouse, and that there 
were only three houses on the road 
between Decatur and the dense woods 
which then marked the future site of 
Atlanta. 

A Continucus Town, 

There is now almost a continuous 
town from Atlanta to Decatur via In- 
man Park, Edgewood and Kirkwood. 
For 7 miles one hardly gets out of 
sight of some neat, substantial house. 

Mr. Alexander spoke of the remark- 
able progress of Decatur. It is a fact 
not generally known that her percent- 
age of increase in population, accord- 
ing to the census of 1910, was a shade 
larger than that of Atlanta itself. De- 
catur went, in ten years, from some- 
thing over 1,400 to something over 
2,400, her percentage of increase for 
that time being 73 to Atlanta’s 72, or 
thereabouts. Atlanta went from 
about 89,500 to about 154,000. It’s too 
warm to figure percentage, but I think 
Decatur has Atlanta slightly on the 
rise in percentage. 

A Medel to Be Copied, 

The Decatur courthouse is a model 
of its Kind, and has been copied all 
over Georgia. The little modern city 
has fine waterworks, an excellent 
electric light system, and telephone 
wires ramify the beautiful town and 
‘the great big county. Long-distance 
lines are conveniently located. Thé 
streets and sidewaiks are well paved, 
and the macadamized roads being 
built through DeKalb county will be 
equal to any road system on this con- 
tinent. 

Upward Values. 

Of course all this has sent property 
values in Decatur and DeKalb away 
up. It is not too much to say that 
these values have doubled and, In some 
instances, trebled within five years. Mr. 
Alexander mentioned a town lot in a 
desirable section which could have 
been bought for $800 five years ago, 
‘which would now bring not iess than 
$1,500 to $1,700. Many such instances 
‘might be given. 

Things being equal, farming lands 
are about as valuable in DeKalb as 
in‘ Pulton. They, too, have about dou- 
bled, in some instances trebled, in 
value within five yeass. Not an acre 
of improved land could be bought for 
less than $50, and the most high y cul- 
tivated jands would bring far beyond 
that figure, $100, $150, $209, $300 and 
more, locality and desirability consid- 
ered.

“The old idea,” said Mr. Alexander, 
“that Decatur objected to being the 
terminus of the Georgia railroad and 
therefore it was built on to Atlanta, 
and that thus Decatur lost the golden 
opportunity of being Atlanta, is also 
wholly erroneous, 

“The original charter of the Georgia 
railroad, secured in 1833, provided for 
three branches of that railroad to be 
built from. some point of Union this 
side of Augusta, one branch to Eaton- 
tom, one to Athens, and one to Madison. 
After 1836 the State railroad was built 
from the point called Terminus, now 
Atlanta, to Chattanooga. The Georgia 
railroad was simply extended from 
Madison to connect with the State road 
at Terminus. That was the idea. It 
was never contemplated that the Geor- 
gia railroad should end at Decatur. 
Indeed, there never was any reason 
why it should do so. Then why should 
Decatur object to being the terminus?’

Admission of Women to Bar.

When this bill was introduced, the 
press, with its usual liberality, gave 
the matter favorable mention, and I 
apprehended no trouble in getting the 
Measure enacted into law until it 
came up for. comsideration before the 
committee, and then some of the 
quaintest and silliest arguments were 
made, that it has ever been my dis- 
pleasure to listen to. I trust no such 
arguments will be brought forward 
against the present movement to wipe 


ute books of Georgia. This is not the 
first time that I have seen matters 
brought before the general assembly 
meet defeat, and later rise in powér 
upon a popular wave. 

It will be remembered that durin 
the 1898-1899 legislature, Hardwic 
introduced a bill to disfranchise the 
negroes, and it only received three 
votes, and later it stirred the state 
from center to circumference. Politics 
and politicians have the state throt- 
tled, and have had for a decade or 
more, and the measure that does not 
emanate from some of the pets of the 
powers that be, is usually destined to 
fill an unmarked grave. 

A measure is introduced—merit may 
mark its every line, and the eternal 
principles of truth may be indelibly 
written in its every sentence, yet, if 
its author is not identified with the 
mighty men in power, 
of right must be crushed beneath the 
iron heel of partisan politics. 

Let us hope for a glorious dawn of 
an age when the people will rise up 
in their might and support measures, 
not men, and principles, not politt- 
cians.

EPIDEMIC OF ALARMS

There was an epidemic of fire alarms 
last night from 7 o'clock until mid- 
night.

MAN-MADE CUSTOMS 
OF EVIL GENERATION 


On These, Versus Command- 
ments of God, Dr. Ogden 
Preached. 


“The man-made customs of an evil 
generation versus the commandments 
of Almighty God” formed the basis of 
an exceptionally strong sermon last 
night by Dr. Dunbar Ogden, pastor of 
Central Presbyterian church, in which 
he dealt very plainly with numerous 
wordly tendencies of modern times. 

The question asked Christ by the 
Pharisses, “Why do thy disciples: tran- 
gress the traditions of the elders?” was 
the text, and the sermon was one of a 
series Dr. Ogden is preaching on ques- 
tions asked Christ. 

“We of today are following the cus- 
toms of men and not the command- 
ments of God,” said Dr. Ogden. “There 
is an open and deflant breach of the 
commandment to honor the fathers and 
mothers of this generation. The soli- 
darity of the home is giving way to an 
individualism which will destroy our 
whole soctial structure. We have 
swept away from a conception of fun- 
damental loyalty to our parents. 

“Take the commandment not to kill, 
and reflect upon the cheapness of hu- 
man life; the seventh commandment, 
and look upon the double standard of 
morals that is defiling our land; the 
commandment not to steal, and to deal 
honestly, and look upon the dishonest 
trickery of the business worid which is 
being winked at; the commandment 


‘against covetousness, and look at the 


spirit of unrest and discontent and pas- 
sion for the things possessed by 
others.” 

What we need in this generation is a 
revival of rock-ribbed righteousness, 
Dr. Ogden Geclared. The congregation 
was an unusually large one and the 
sermon left a profound impression.

This bill placed the state convicts 
on the “state highways.” While there 
are 30,000 miles of county roads, there 
is not as much as a single mile of 
“state highway” in all’ Florida. 

From the humanitarianism stand- 
point, the following is a quotation 
from said message: 

“This administration has shown, in 
recommendations and in its actions, 
that it favors the ultimate repeal of 
the lease system for working’ state 
convicts. From a hun@nitarian stand- 
point, I am opposed to the employment 
of long term convicts on public roads. 
When convicts are used on public roads 
they are usually housed in iron cages 
on wheels, similar to cages in which 
animals are carried around in the me- 
nageries, which. often exhibit in our 
state. 1 have seen such a cage, under 
the present convict system of 
Georgia, twelve convicts provided with 
berths, the cage being about 7 by 16 
feet. The cages are moved as the exi- 
gencies of the work require. There 
can be but little convenience for bath- 
ing, for provisions, for fresh vegeta- 
bles from adjacent farms or for any 
convenience for toilet arrangements at 
night. A foreman is placed over the 
convicts. These convicts are chained 
to a big, long chain at night, and are 
chained to such log chain on Sundays. 
It is true that in some of the larger 
towns the long term convicts are 
housed in permanent quarters. For in- 
stance, at Bainbridge, Ga., being in the 
county of Decatur, there are no such 
permanent quarters, nor are there any 
in said county. In the city of Way- 
cross there are such permanent quar- 
ters. Wherever there are such per- 
manent quarters, my impression is that 
the convicts fare as well as they fare 
under the present lease system of 
Florida. 

“From a humanitarian point of view, 
I consider the present lease system of 
Florida as being far in advance of the 
present Georgia system. Under the 
present lease system in Florida every 
convict has a comfortable iron bed, 
comfortable springs and mattresses 
and other comforts. Bathing facilities 
are provided; their diet is provided for 
by contract; the hours of work are 
fixed and they can at least be com- 
fortable at night and on Sundays. I 
submit that such a condition cannot 
exist in the movable ‘cage menagerie’ 
system. 

“Cage System.” 

“T know of no more disgraceful sys-' 

tem from a humanitarian standpoint 
than the present Georgia menagerie 
cage system, which system, it seems 
as if some of the newspapers of Atlanta 
are endeavoring to foree upon the fair 
state of Florida. Just imagine tweive 
men in an iron cage, iron overhead, in 
such bunks, chained at night, trying 
to sleep under such conditions. There 
is not a show man in the world who 
would put more than one or two ani- 
mals the size of a man in one such 
cage. Since writing said veto message 
I have learned that in some counties 
in Georgia as’ many as eighteen men 
are placed in one of such cages. 
a condition in Florida would make 
every Floridian blush for shame. 
see that in a recent statement made by 
your governor, with reference to the 
abolition of the convict lease system, 
necessarily carrying with it approval 
of the inhuman menagerie cag? system, 
the governor's remarks were loudly 
cheered. You state, ‘Governor Gilchrist 
says he studies twentieth century crim- 
inology and humanitarianism. He has 
been the stellar figure at several con- 
ventions of. this nature, but he belied 
every principle of modern penology and 
humanitariansm—the science of _ re- 
claiming men—when he vetoed the An- 
gle bill.’ 

Since I have been governor and un- 
der my administration and under my 
recommendation the legislature of 
Florida has passed a juvenile court 
law. The legislature has enacteg un- 
der my recommendation a law largely 
increasing the gain time for good be- 
havior of convicts. A convict now 
serving his tenth year gains fully one- 
half of a year on account of good 
behavior. For apparent minor  of- 
fenses I refuse to ask for the extradi- 
tion of crinfinals and I refuse to grant 
such extraditions. In the leasing of 
convicts every possible safeguarg has 
been provided for their comfort and 
good treatment. Under my administra- 
tion no convict has ever made a com- 
plaint without the complaint being 
promptly examineg into by an inspec- | 
tor. .In 1909 the death rate among 
them per thousand was 8.21, for 1910 it 
was.11.33, being far less than the death 
rate in any state of the union or any!

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HUMANENESS OF GEORGIA SYSTEM 
SHOWN BY MR. PATTERSON 
Atlanta, Ga., June 7, 1911. 

Editor Constitution: My attention 
has just been called to a communic- 
ation from Governor Gilchrist, of Flor- 
ida, replying to an editorial in The 
Constitution of June 7, in which Gov- 
ernor Gilchrist denounces what he 
terms “the present Georgia cage sys- 
tem” ag being inhuman and cruel, and 
lauding the convict lease system of 
Florida as at present maintained, 
which is similar to the lease system 
of Georgia as maintained prior to the 
act of 08. In reply I will state that 
the records will show that the death 
rate among the convicts of Georgia has 
largely decreased under the present 
eystem and the general health and 
comfort of the convicts has largely in- 
creased. Under the rules of the prison 
commission governing the convicts of 
Georgia the traveling road equipment of ; 


the various county chaingangs as as) 
follows: “When notin permanent head. : 
quarters the following equipment must! 
be provided: Sleeping quarters, a tent. 
or car of sufficient capacity to accom- | 
modate each convict with a separate | 
cot or bunk of the dimensions required | 
at permanent headquarters. I¢ cars’ 
are used the dimensions shall be such 
as to afford when closed, each man the 
necessary breathing space; so con- 


structed ag to give proper ventilation |

and properly heated.”

Ample Facilities. 

It will be seen from the above that 
the cage system, as it is called by Gov- 
ernor Gilchrist, affords ample cot fa- 
cilities and ventilation for each convict. 
This traveling car during the days in 
the temporary camps is always under 
shade so the steel does not become 
heated from the sun, and the quarters 
of the convicts at night are cool, com- 
fortable and well ventilated. This is 
also shown from the fact that convicts 
have been known to ask to be trans- 
ferred from the state farm, where they 
have permanent quarters, to the road 
gangs, on account ‘of their better 
health on the road. It is universally 
known and admitted that the condition 
of the convicts has been greatly bene- 
fited under the present system, and 
théir treatment is far better than under 
the old lease system, and I believe that 
the least system in Georgia was just 
as good and as humane and not mote 
cruel than the present lease system of 
Florida, and from a humanitarian 
standpoint I should say that the pres- 
ent system in Georgia is far superior 
to the lease system of Florida; and 
while I have no desire to “butt in” into 
Florida affairs, I think that the gov- 
ernor made a grevious mistake when 
he vetoed the recent act of the Florida 
legislature abolishing the lease system 
known as the Angle bill, and the gov- 


ernor in, his letter himself virtually: 


admits that the lease system is wrong 
and should terminate, for he only rec- 
ommends a lease of four years. If it 
should terminate in four years, why 
not terminate it at once? And if the 
convicts were placed upon the public 
roads of Florida as was provided by 
the Angle biil, in my judgment the 
people of Florida, and even the gov- 
ernor himself after seeing the great 
benefits from the change, would be as 
far from going back to the lease sys- 
tem as the people of Georgia are today.

Especially will this be so, as it was in- 
tended that thig class of criminals 
should at once be placed upon a farm. 
Upon the recommendation of this ad- 
ministration the legislature authorized 
the purchase of 15,600 acres of land on 
which it was the intention of this ad- 
ministration to place the convicts. Un- 
der appropriation made by the legisla- 
ture of 1909 8,000 were purchased. Un- 
der appropriation made by the legisla- 
ture of i191: 7,600 acres more were 
purchased. In practically indorsing 
the placing of convicts on farms, the 
legislature of 1911 almost in the same 
breath passed an act placing the same 
on roads. Fully $340,000 per year is 
netted on account of the hire and lease 
of state convicts. This is apportioned 
to the counties in proportion to the 
assessed valuation. In placing the 
convicts on the roads there are neces- 
sarily two objects, the building of good 
roads and the presumption that the 
convicts will be treated in a more hu- 
mane manner. I submit that I have 
already shown enough to convince any- 
one that the convicts of Florida are 
treated far more humanely than they 
are under the inhumane, cruel, “me- 
nagerie cage” system of Georgia. As 
to the building of good roads, had the 
legislature desired the constriiction of 
roads, it would have been easy to pass 
a bill to the effect that the money ap- 
portioned to the counties from the 
lease and hire of state convicts should 
be employed by the county commis- 
sioners in the construction of good 
roads. The state now receives $281.60 
for each convict and 15 per cent extra 
when the women, olg and infirm are 
withdrawn. I hold that with such an 
amount more miles of road can be built 
with free labor than can be built with 
the use of state convicts. The employ- 
ment of convicts on roads necessarily 
requires the use of temporary quar- 
ters, such as are representeg in the 
Georgia menagerie cage system, or it 
requires the use of permanent quar- 
ters. Permanent quarters cannot be 
advantageously employed, as the camps 
must be moved as the length of the 
road increases. 

If left to me, I would lease the Fior- 
ida state convicts for four yearg more. 
Out of @ part of the money derived 
from the lease of such I would build, 
on the lands already ’ a hos- 
pital for the negro insane. It is better 
for the insane, both mentally and phy- 
sically, to work, rather than to be 
idie. Out of a part of the money for 
the lease of said convicts, I would build 
and equip a substantial penitentiary on 
the 15,600 acres already purchased. 
Some of the short term convicts might 
well be employed on the roads. In 
my opinion, no long term convicts 
should be used in the menagerie cage 
system. The legislature has no right

BEER SALOONS OF GEORGIA 


“This is Temperance Field Day in, 
Georgia,” said Dr. A. R. Holderby, pas- 
tor of the Moore Memorial church yes- 
terday. 

“All churches are asked to take some 
action. looking to the redemption of 
the state from the curse of the beer 
saloon. 

“The legislature of 1910 wickedly 
placed this curse upon the state, and 
now it is up to the present legislature 
to redeem Georgia“from its shame and 
The so-called near beer act 
of the legislature was a compromise 
with the liquor men and intended as 
a trick to evade the prohibition law. 

“In doing this the legislature did not 
represent the will of the people, but it 
was done to curry favor with the 
liquor crowd. Georgia is dominated 
by the liquor people, because they have 
the money and can control the situa- 
tion. 

“Is it any wonder that red-handed 
anarchy is rampant in our land when 
the government is in the grip of the 
whisky crowd? The &tate of Georgia 
would be much better off if the legisla- 
ture of 1910 had stayed at home. They 
spent the people’s money and then dis- 
graced the state. Georgia is in tha

LOTTERIES OF NEW ORLEANS 


IKE MUSHROOMS 


New Orléans, July 9.—Hardly a week 
passes in New Orleans without oje or 
more arrests by the local detectives 
and police on the charge of selling lot- 
tery tickets or conducting fTotteries, 
This city wass the home of the old 
Louisiana lottery, said to be the most 
gigantic scheme of its kind, its passes 
amounting to fortunes, and tickets for 
which were sold all over the United 
States. : : 

Though long since out of existence, 
the Louisiana lottery left in its tralfl a 
mries of “skin games” calied lotteries, 
and the list of prisoners on the police 
barracks register is evidence of the 
desire the ignorant and unsophisticated 
have to take a chance in getting some- 
thing for little or nothing. 

. Spring Up in a Night. 

The lotteries of New Orleans spring 
up Hke mushrooms after the police 
have made a raid. The tickets bring 
anywhere from 5 cents up to 26 cents 
or “two bits.” Seldom the _ capital 
passes an amount more than $26, and 
are rare, according to 
the detectives, when a ticket holder is 
awarded a prize. 

The sharpers who prey upon the ig- 
norant whites and negroes, says a de- 
tective, have their special agents to 
sell tickets. They infest hovels and 
parrooms, reaping their harvests prin- 
cipally in the tenderloin. The police 
are constantiy o.),the lookout for lot- 
tery ticket agents, but the gamblers 
means of “spotting @ “plain-clothes 


man” and getting information that a 

raid is imminent is evidence of the 

craftiness with which their operations 

are carried on. , 
Plenty of “Suckers.” 


“It’s fumny to me,” declared a de- 
tective, “how these poor fools con- 
tinue to fall for this skin & As 
soon a8 a number of tickets ‘are sold, 
say twenty or thirty dollars’ worth, 
the chap who is backing the rey 
takes a sneak. There’s no come back, 
either. The victims who lose their 
money keep quiet, and, of course, the 
man with the money does the same 
thing, still, these poor victims, who 
can beg, borrow or steal “two bits” in- 
vest it in another lottery ticket put 
out by another bunch of skin-game 
artists. We get one, sometimes two 
or three ticket agents every week, but 
as soon as these lotteries are broken 
up, others spring up and flourish un- 
til a ticket seller becomes careless and 
is roped in. The cjty’s penalty isn't 
but $25 or a short term in the stock- 
ade, which usually ends the case.

WOMAN AND HER WORK---PROGRESS AND _

DEVELOPMENT IN THE. HOME AND OUT OF IT 
THE BOOK REVIEWS _ ; 
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The livest pieces of literature of 
southern publication that have come 
under my observation for some time 
are two book reviews in the last num- 
ber of Uncle Remus Magazine and are 
signed “Constance Bine.” a 

The books are taken and acted upon 
as something alive, those the reviewer 
wisely chose her books-—-two of the 
most vital compositions of the year— 
she handles them with a life, a vigor 
and insight that indicates she accept- 
ed the books as the writer intended 
them to be accepted, as the action of 
real people. P 

The average book reviewer of 
present moment fy the most tiresome 
and conventional of the scribblers tak- 
ing up space in the newspaper and 
magazine, and do not satisfy in the 
survey of books, even the laziest read- 
er or the most superfiicial talker. There 
was time when the reviewer gave 
enough of a story the book contained 
to enable Mrs. Would-be to pretend 
she had read it. She could give enough 
of an idea of what it contained to con- 
vince Mrs. Could-be she had read it. 
Then the books to be reviewed began 
to come in so quickly they could not 
be selected for their merit, but rather 
to meet the reviewer and the paper's 
Obligation to the publisher, the books 
came to be reviewed in the order of 
the mai) delivery. The name of the 
author and the name of the publisher 
(without fail), are now about the only 
reliable facts that mark the regular 
book review departments, so that when 
Constance Bine comes with a real re- 
view it is like, the return of life to a 
wery important branch of modern lit- 
erature. She brings to her reader the 
real message of the book, interprets it, 
and makes the reader to feel that same 
desire to read the book he has to seé 
the great play which the dramatist 
he likes best has written. 

She is not afraid to bring out plain- 
ly what she thinks the writer meant, 
what the people in the book meant, 
and what she means, and while read- 
ing the reviews one has the impulse 
to reach out at once for the book she 
so gracefully heralds, 

The books chosen by the new re- 
viewer are: William Carleton's “One 
Way Out” and Henry Sydnor Harri- 
son's “Queed.” 

“One Way Out,” 

In concluding her review sof 
Way Out,” she writes: 

“It is just that quality that our lt- 
erature is most In need of, after a sur- 
feat of cheap cynicism and gaudy un- 
reality as drips from the pens of our 
magazine favorites, our Chamberses 
and our Phillipses. Aside from this 
very refreshing and stimulating appeal 
of adventure in Carleton’s story is its 
sociological interest. The directness 
and simplicity of the man’s observa- 
tion of and reasoning about the in- 
dustrial life of which he is a part make 
valuable reading for all who are inter- 
ested in real, and not the sentimental 
aspect of the American workingman’s 
life. Carleton was fortunate enough tu 
discover before it was too late that the 
important thing is ‘a zeal for life, a 
belief in the possibilities of life, an 
optimistic determination to’ use these 
possibilities.” He found that life all 
about hima was getting stale for the 
fourth or fifth generation, and he tried 
to get back to the ‘pioneer spirit.’ In 
his accountsof this effort, he makes us 
feel that poverty and sordidness need 
not nécessarily be synonymous; that 
the smugness of convention ts a rather 
torpid thing by the side of the spirit | 
of adventure that may animate even a 
‘common’ ditch digger; and that the 
Blue Bird of happiness can be captured, 
after all, by Real Folks.”’ 

“Indeed.” 

Of “‘Queed,” she writes in conclusion: 

It is not often that the reviewer 
feels impelled, through the interest tak- 
en in the book, to Investigate the iden- 
tity and history of a new writer. 
“Queed” is so unusual in its spontaniety 
and vitality that one wants to know at 
once who Mr. Henry Sydnor Harrison 
is. One is not surprised to learn that 
he is a southern man (graduated from 
Columbia college), and for a number of 
years editorial whiter on The Richmond 
Times-Dispatch. Only a man of this 
type could have written at the same 
time with the shrewdness and the lov- 
ingness that Mr. Harrison displays in 
his delineation of a civilization stand- 
ing half-way between the olq and ‘the 
new, in q@ town southern to the core. 
He has profited by a contact with the 
varied civilization of far horizons and 
he can still say “this is the best city 
in the world, the kindest people—the 
kindest people.” His story is modern 
without being cynicag Sociological 
without being pedantic, lelsurely and 
tolerant without being slow, and is 
ehot through with a virile, saparkling 
wit. The writer knows how to use the 

rnacular without causing the most 
astidious to wince, and that is one of 
the secrets. of his captivating style. 
Best of all. he too, writes about “real 
folks.” 

The editor adds that Constance Bine 
will continue to review books.

Camping a Rose Dhu Range 


——— |s No Play, 


Owing to Inaccessibility of the 
Camp, Great Trouble Is Ex- 
perienced in Getting Things 
in Shape--Troops Spend Most 
of Sunday in the Rain. 


Savannah, Ga., July 9.—(Special.)— 
Drenched by frequent showers and 
with nothing to eat until night, the 
companies of the Second Georgia regi- 
ment that arrived in Savannah this 
morning on special trains, have had a 
hard time of it getting into camp at 
Rose Dhu, and late tonight the sol- 
diers of north Georgia were still try- 
ing to get things in shape. Although 
nearly all the soldiers are wet to the 
skin, there was only one serious ac-~- 
cident during the movement of troops. 
Private C. C. Padgett, of the Ogle- 
thorpe Light Infantry, of Augusta, fel} 
from an auto truck loaded with bag- 
gage, breaking his arm and receiving 
other injuries that put him in the 
hospital. 

All of the baggage of the troops 
was moved by means of automobile 
trucks. Padgett was on the top of a 
heavily loaded truck when he lost his 
balance at a rough place in the road 
to Rose Dhu and fell fifteen feet. The 
broken arm was set at the camp. The 
injuries are not believed to be serious. 

Because of the inacessibility of the 
camp the troops had a hard time get- 
ting through. They were taken from 
Savannah to Montgomery and trans- 
ported from there across the Vernon 
river by means of the big launch and 
cutter ef the naval reserves. 

The task proved a slow one. There 
were frequent hard showers and the 
exposed soldiers were thoroughly 
drenched. Half.of the company from 
Augusta got stuck on a sand bar in the 
river and had to wait on a high tide 
to get off. In the meantime there 
were several thunder squalls and the 
soldiers were peppered. 

By nightfall little more than half 
of the regiment had been gotten across 
the river from Montgomery and the 
tents had. not been put in position. 
The cgmp is in an isolated section of 
the county and there is not even tele- 
phonic communication with Savannah. 
It is expected that the camp will be 
established tomorrow and that prac-
